The word “faith” being used twenty- 
four times in this chapter, we may call 
it the great “faith” chapter, as Rev. iv 
is the great “throne” chapter, the word 
being used fourteen times, and [ 
Kings, xill, the “man of God” chapter, 
the phrase being used fifteen times. 
We sometimes thus obtain from a 
word or phrase the key to the portion 
Wwe are rending or studying. The word 
“believe,” used over ninety times in 
John's gospel, helps us to understand 
Jobn xx, 31. In a recent lesson we had 
an Old Testament saying used three 
times in the New, and now we have 
another, “The just shall live by faith” 
is first found in Hab. fi, 4, and ts 
quoted fu Rom, f, 17; Gal. fil, 11; Heb. 
x, 38, and probably, as some think, 
each time with a different emphasis. 
When we remember how our Lord 
was refreshed by the great faith of 
two gentiles and how He repeatedly 
reproved His disciples for their lack 
of faith, we can see nt least one way 
in which we can please Him or grieve 
Him. One has well said: 


Faith is not what we see or feel, but is a 
simple trust 

In what the God of love hath said of 
Jesus as the just. 


Ry faith we look at things not 
teen and are thus lifted above the 
things we ser. The true beilever 
walks by faith and not by sight. Be 
lieving Gen, 1 and is, xxxill, 6, 7, we 
know how the worlds were made. 
Some want to understand tn order to 
believe, but verse 3 says that we must 
believe in order to understand. ‘The 
world says “Seeing is believing.” but. 
Jesus said that if we believe we shall 
see (John xi, 40). We must hold fast 
that the way to understand is to be- 
lieve and that without faith it is im- 
possible to please God (verses 3, 6). In 
the first be!f of our chapter we have 
falth tAustrated In seven men from the 
book of Genesis, five of whom were 
mentioned by name by the Lord Jesus, 
We thus incdorsing their record, Dr. 
Saphir says that in the first three we 
have the sacrifice of faith, the walk 
of faith and the obedience of faith. 
The first is of necessity sacrifice, for 
unless we have the forgiveness of sins 
by the shedding of blood there can be 
no fellowship and no works of faith 
or labor of love. Abel could not offer 
a sacrifice of faith unless be had some 
word of God to guide him, for faith 
cometh by hearing the word of God 
(Rom. x, 17). 

That word was spoken by word or 
deed, or perhaps both, when the trans- 
action of Gen, ili, 21, occurred, and 
Adam must have Instructed bis chil- 
dren that there could be no access to 
God but by snacritice. Cain brought 
the best he had, but there was no shed- 
ding of blood, He was disobedient and 
therefore not aecepted, There Is only 
one way to God, and all other ways 
are the way of Cain—that fs, of the 
devil (Judg. tl; 1 Jobn ffl, 12. Being 
redeemed by the precious blood of 
Christ, it Is our privilege to walk with 
God ns Enoch did, or as it is written 
of Levi, "He walked with me in peace 
and equity and did turn many away 
from iniquity.” We cannot walk with 
God as He would like us to unless we

BANQUET IN LONDON TO THE 
COLONIAL DELEGATES 


Most Representative Gathering of 
Newspaper Men Ever Held, at 
Which One Thousand Journalists 
of United Kingdom Meet in Honor 
of Colonial Delegates to the Im- 
perial Press Conference 
London.—The most representative 

gathering of British newspaper men 

ever held occurred here on Saturday 
evening at the Garden club at Shep- 
pard’s Bush, when one thousand jour- 

nalists of the United Kingdom gave a 

banquet in honor of the 57 colonial 

delegates to the imperial press con- 


yress that opened at the foreign 
office on Monday. While the 
Londoners predominated, every sec: 


tion of the British Isles sent a dele. 
gate to welcome the colonial visitors, 
who have come to London from all 
corners of the empire. ; 
Three principal subjects to be dis- 
cussed are: “Cable news and press in- 
ter-ecommunication,” when Lord Crewe 


will preside, and Postmaster General | 


Buxton and Austin Chamberlain will 
he among the speakers. 

“The press and the empire,” under 
the presidency of the first lord of the 
admiralty, Reginald MeKenna, who 
will be supported by the foreign sec- 
retary, Sir Edward Grey, Lord Cromer, 
Lord Esher and Alfred Lyttleton. 
There will be a second discussion of 
this same subject under the chairman. 
ship of A. J. Balfour, assisted by War 
Secretary Haldane and Lord Roberts, 
and ‘Journalism and literature,” with 
Lord Morley in the chair, and Augus- 
tine Birrell, Winston Churchill and 
Lord Milner among the speakers. 

The colonial visitors, rivetting their 
attention on the first of these three 
subjects, will make a strong plea for 
the reduction of cable rates and the 
laying of a government cable across 
the Atlantic, as suggested by Mr. 
Lemieux, the postmaster general of 
Canada, thus linking up the United 
Kingdom, Canada, Australia and New 
Zealand by an all-red line. 
ment will be started also for the estab- 
lishment of an imperial press associa- 
tion and the interchange of news be- 
tween the colonies and England. 

The arrangements for the entertain- 
ment of the visitors are varied and 
include a garden party for them by 
the Prince and 
which will be attended by the King 
and Queen; an army review at Alder. 
shot and a naval review at Spithead, 
this last to be followed by a fort- 
night's tour of England and Scotland. 

Lord Burnham presided at the 
banquet. Lord Roseberry delivered 
the speech of welcome to the pressmen

In his address, Lord Roseberry, re- 
ferring to the forthcoming visit to the 
fleet at Spithead by the delegates, 
characterized the present situation in 
Kurope as ominous, There was an ab- 
sence of questions, which ordinarily 
might be expected to lead to war, he 
said, yet the threatening and overpow- 
ering preparations for war were un- 
precedented in history, He was con- 
fident of the powers of England to 
meet any reasonable conjunction «f 
powers, but when he saw this burst. 
ing out of navies he was uneusy re. 
guarding the outcome, 

Lord Roseberry asked the delegates 
to carry the message that responsi- 
hility rest on every man of the empire 
wnd to tell the colonists how Europe 
is arming and the greatness of the 
pressure on this little island, 

Sir Hugh Graham, proprietor of the 
Montreal Star, responding to Lord 
Roseberry’s toast, “Our Guests,” said 
that the colonial press was responsible 
for the wave of sentiment whieh is 
sweeping the outlying portions of the 
empire and marks an important era 
in the attitude of the people towards 
imperial interests, 

Canada, he said, for long years had 
sponged on the mother country for 
protection, and was too mean to offer

After Spending Twenty Years at Molo. 
kai Island Patients Found Free 
From the Disease 
Honolulu.—After some of them had 
spent twenty years of their life in the 
leper settlement on the island of Molo. 
kai, ten supposed lepers were declared 
to be free of the disease after examina: 
tion. Eleven persons were brought to 
Honolulu for examination at the in 


stance of the legislative committee , 


Two are boys of six and seven years, 
but the others vary in age from 27 
to 79. 

Only one of the eleven re-examined 
was found to have leprosy, but some 
of the older freed patients will peti: 
tion to be returned to the island of 
Molokai because they have been shut 
out from the world and their friends 
for so long that they have nowhere 
else to go. 

A few of the patients were sent to 
the settlement before the  bacterio- 
logical test for leprosy wes discovered 
and it is believed in some cases a nat. 
ural cure has been effected, . 

Nineteen other supposed lepers will 
be brought from the settlement for re. 
examination in a short time,

HAPPY TIES THAT BIND 


MISCONCEPTIONS OF AMERICANS 
ARE PUT TO RIGHTS 


Mr. R. L. Borden, in the Standard of 
Empire, Replies to an Article 
Which Gives the American View of 
the Relations Between Canada and 
the Mother Country—The True 
Position of the Canadian People 


London.—Mr. R. L. Borden, in an 
article in the Standard of Empire 
calls attention to striking misstate- 
ments regarding Canada, contained in 
a recent treatise éntitled, “The Strug- 
gle for American Independence.” Mr 
Sidney George Fisher, the author of 
the treatise, declared that) English 
colonists are “still at best exactly 
what John Adams and Hamilton over 
a hundred years ago described as 
political slaves,” and that the control 
of the British government over Can- 
nda is far more absolute than it was 
before the American revolution. 

Mr. Borden describes these attempts 
as amazing misconceptions, and pro 
ceeds to outline the constitutional re- 
lations between Canada and the moth 
erland, in reference to which he writes 
as follows: vi 

“Founded upon the endowment of 
perfect and civil religious liberty, 
maintaining the full powers of self- 
government, molded by recognized 
conventions attending growth and de 
velopment strengthened both by senti 
ment and by interest, the voluntary 
and happy ties which bind Canada to 
the empire, are not weaker, at least 
than those which might be invoked to 
retain any state within the union, 

“Growth and development cannot he 
staved. New conditions would evolve 
which might entail new duties ane 
new responsibilities. But the great 
races to Which the Canadian — peonle 
trace their ancestry have never been 
prone to neglect opportunity or to 
avoid responsibility, and the outlook 
has broadened. In the consciousness 
of her vast possessions and wonderful 
resources, in’ realizing and utilizing 
her wealth of opportunity for meterial 
development, Canada will not fail to 
turn her eves to loftier ideals. To ae: 
complish the wise and just solution of 
social and economic problems of vital 
coneern and fundamental significance 
to build up within their borders a 
virile population animated by an in 
telligent patriotism to maintain high 
standards and ideals in) publie and 
private life, to stand for truth and 
justice, and to make peace among the 
nations of the earth to mareh with the 


sister mitions of the empire in the 
vanguard of civilization; this will be 
the hieher task of the Canadian 


people.”

FOR THE PEACE OF EUROPE 


Meeting of Emperor William and Em- 
peror Nicholas Will Probably 
Have Good Results 
St. Petersburg.—A meeting between 
Emperor William and Ekmperor 
Nicholas has been arranged and will 
tuke place in the waters of the Finnish 

gulf. 

‘lhe exact date of the meeting will 
probably be June 17. The German 
emperor Will arrive on the imperial 
yacht Hohenzzollern, while the Em 
peror Nicholas will be aboard the 
Standart, accompanied by M. Iswol- 
sky, the foreign minister, and Admiral 
Voevodsky, minister of marine. 

The news of the proposed interview 
between the sovereigns coming so 
soon after the settlement of the Bal- 
kan crisis, has aroused’ eager specu. 
lation among the diplomats at St. 
Petevahurg. It was supposed in some 
quarters that German mediation 
which had ended the erisis, had left 
more heritage of bitterness which 
would estrange the two monarchs 
and lead Russia to identify herself 
more closely with Great Britain's 
continental policy. 

The meeting, whieh, according to 
some reports, has been arranged on 
the initiative of Emperor Nicholas, is 
taken to mean that Russia prefers an 
amicable arrangement with Germany 
to the doubtful issue of an antagonis- 
tie policy. If Emperor William also 
meets President Fallieres, as reported 
from Berlin, the European situation 
may be regarded as entering upon a 
decidedly peaceful phase. 

After meeting the German Emperor, 
Emperor Nicholas will go to Stock- 
holm, probably on June 6. He will 
then return to Peterhoff, where dur. 
ing the early days of July he will re. 


ceive King Frederick of | Denmoerk 
His maiesty will then proceed to Pol 
tava. The emperor will then denart 


by sea for a visit to France and Eng- 
land, and probably Jtaly. The plans 
of this trip are held in the deenest 
secreey, but elaborate preparations 
are already being taken to prevent 
tampering with the railway lines to 
Polteva, Forty-cight thousand troans 
will he stationed along the route dur.

POSSIBILITIES OF NEW ROUTE 
NOW BEING INVESTIGATED 


Government is Sending a Customs In. 
Spector to Supervise Regulations 
Regarding the Bonding of Canadian

Montreal.—The possibilities of the 
Tehuantepee railway over the Isthmus 
of Mexico, as a substitute for Canada’s 
transcontinental freight carrying sys:

The recent arrival ot the five Tibet- 
an yak in Canada means a great deal 
to the Dominion, deelares Ernest Se- 
ton Thompson, the well-known natur- 
alist, who was instrumental in secur- 
ing them from the Duke of Bedford. 

It is hoped in time to effect a con 
quest of that vast stock-range which 
lies between the especial domain of 


the common cuttle and the reindeer, ; 


and which ut present is lying idle 
Thisgarea is at least equal to all the 
cattle ranges hitherto utilized in| Am- 
erica. It is at present only inhabited 
by « few trappers and Indians and 
by lumbermen on the edges. At- 
tempts to otilize it for cattle by 
crosses between the American buffalo 
and the long-heired cattle of the 
Highlands have failed because of the 
unmanageable character of the buf- 
felo. But the yak, or woolly ox, has 
been formed by nature for the north- 
ern ranges, and has long been domes- 
ticated by man. Its native Tibeten 
hrunts on the snowelad, rocky bill- 
sides end mounteins extend even up 
to 20,000 feet, higher than the range 
of any other animal, 
Experiments prove thet the yak 
thrives ecuntiy well near sea-level, os 
at Sherghei, Niee, Paris, Antwerp 
and Woburn Perk, in Enelend. as well 
es in the London Zoologieal Gardens 
Tts netive food is» course, wiry grass, 


but the experiments et Woburn Ab- 
bey and the London Zoo show. that 


it thrives on anything that ordinary 
erttle will eat. The country along the 
perth shore of Leko Superior eround 
Thonder Bey would be a veritable 
paradise for herds of yaks 
Long-Distance Running.

Effort Is Being Made to Save Last 
Remaining Species. 


Numerous complaints have come in 
from time to time from the Fat 
North that the wood buffalo, the only 
Wild spec:mens on the North Ameri- 
can continent, are being killed by 
Indians and by timber wolves, The 
taking or killing of these animals is 
prohibited by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, who realizing the depredations 
likely to be committed by wolves if 
the latter are allowed to become too 
numerous in the buffalo country, 
have offered a bounty of $20 for each 
timber wolf pelt. Strange to say, 
this generous amount has not had by 
any means the result expected of 
bringing in increased quantities of 
wolf skins by the Indians, a reason 
for which is offered by Sunt. Rout- 
ledge in his report. Supt. Routledge 
was last year sent out from the 
Mounted Police headquarters with in- 
structions to investigate thoroughly 
the reporta of depletion of the herd, 
and to take the necessary action to 
punish the offenders, 

He left Fort Saskatchewan on Feb. 
2 and reached Smith’s Landing on 
March Ist. He nade a careful in- 
vestigation, but could not find that 
any buffalo had been slaughtered in 
the past two years. He visited the 
grazing grounds, and saw numerous 
buffalo, besides many tracks. Sergt. 
Field patrolled the country in a dif- 
ferent direction, and found traces of 
a large herd, which he estimated at 
100, but was not able to come up with 
them. He saw the tracks of many 
wolves, Sergt. McLeod also patrol- 
led the west side of the grazing 
grounds, but saw no buffalo, nor 
could he find that any had been kill- 
ed. He, as well as Sergt. Field, te 
ported wolves very numerous. 

Supt. Routledge’s report and re. 
commendations are as follows: ‘The 
adequate protection of the remnant 
of the far northern herds is an im- 
portant matter. The laws at present 
on the statute book, and the wolf 
bounties are steps in that direction, 


but, when the remoteness of the 
grazing district is considered, the 
ravages by timber wolves, and the 
fact that small native settlement: 


are situated at out of the way places 
along the waterways surrounding the 
grazing lands on three sides, miles 
from principal centres, and that in 
several instances during the past ten 
years Indians have been punished by 
fine for killing buffalo it will be seen 
that more direct supervision — is 
necessary, 

“During my stay at Smith’s Tard 
ing I was unable to obtain evidence 
of the Indians et those places having 
killed buffato-chirne 
years and that they 
during the years immediately pre 
ceding that period was a matter of 
suspicion only. Traders and 
who understand the Indian charactor 
stated that had such taken place they 
would Likely have heard of it, 

“Timber wolves are mumeronus, 
the many tracks observed in 
Upper Slave country south of Smith's 
Landing, ond the animals seen by mv 
party west of Salt river, serve 
show, and they undoubtedly destroy 
mony colves and young buffalo 

“The Indians stated that it is next 
to imposs ble to trap the wolves, the 
brutes being so wary that it ia dif 
ficult to wet at then, with a rifles and 
the results following the application 
of strychnine wonld be too serious in 
a game and fur country to permit its 
vse except under very careful super 
Viston, 

“The buffale anpear ta move phont 
in small bands, end it is) therefore 
impossible to arrive at a correct 
estimate of the number: but from oll 
T conld learn, To world judeo there 
fre between 250 and 300 head.”
